In Tally count: SUM 1 shows combined total on line selected of 
all numbers from columns 1-16 on found files. 
SUM 2 same except for columns 17-32. 
Note: Only numbers or math formulas +,-,/) can be used on line 
selected. Numbers may be whole, decimals or fractions. 


Used to change old phrase (See 4) with new phrase. New phrase 
must start with first character of old phrase but can use words 
in old phrase, i.e., Student file number (old) to Student record 
number (new) requires typing "Student record" only. As program 
runs to change files found you can pause it by holding down space 
bar. When instructions appear at bottom you can release space 
bar. Press any key (except space bar) to continue.

Insert (white cursor) puts text between existing text. Over l

Deletes entire line and all subsequent lines move up.

Inserts a blank line where cursor is placed and shifts subsequent 
lines down. Note: Will shift line 15 off screen and any data on 
line 15 or- other lines shifted off screen is lost permanently. 


Place cursor where phrase (See 4) is to begin and press 

SYMBOR SHIFT and AT. If text is already on line "Over" mode will 
cover everything in it's way. In "Insert" mode phrase will move 
existing text to right of cursor and if longer then 32 characters 
then off the screen and text is lost permanently.
